In the Rosa bill the provision of 
the present statutes relating to Sun- 
day closing will remain 
unchanged. 
The bill relates to that particular sec- 
tion which deals with the matter of 
entertainments, 
including baseball 
games and moving picture shows. It 
provides that cities and villages by 
means of an ordinance put to a refer- 
endum vote of the people may make 
exemptions under the law. 
For in- 
stance, if an order were issued to stop 
Sun'day baseball or to prevent 
the 
operation of moving picture houses on 
Sunday, the people might vote upon 
these questions. 
If they decided 
to 
exempt peaces it was proposed 
to 
close the law would 
not relate to 
these particular places in the parti- 
cular community which voted on the 
matter. 
Judge Rosa does not believe in tam- 
pering with the Sunday statutes, but 
his .bill indicates that he thinks the 
people ought to have considerable to

It also con- 
urred in a bill presented by Senator 
Bichelr validating the payment to a 
nayor in a third class city of a sum 
or time spent as a commissioner of 
public works.

Preserving differs from canning in 
the amount of sugar used and in the 
lime required in cooking. 
The long, 


slow cooking essential in preserving 
lends to impair the flavor and darken 
the fruit, so it is advisable to make 
small quantities ai a time. 


Clean and weigh, the fruit, allow- 


ing three-fourths its weight in sugar. 
As a general rule, add a fourth of a 
cup of water or fruit n'uice to each 
cup of sugar, cook until it spins a 
thread, then add the fruit and cook 
gently until thick. 
"When the pre- 


serve commences to thicken, put it 
on an asbestos 
mat to keep from 
scorching; and t.o avoid masbiiri the 
fruit stir as little as possible. When 
done put into small jars and seal as 
in canning.
